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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of a device for intra-vascular placement in the reply 
filed on 11/3/2004 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-7 and 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Wright 
et al.-6,273,913. 

Wright-'913 (Fig. 1-4; col. 6, lines 23-60) discloses a drug coated stent including 
expandable mesh support/body 10/20/30 having string-like structures/micropores/channels, a 
polymeric membrane/coating on the stent body containing a drug such as a rapamycin (an anti 
inflammatory and antibiotic) for preventing restenosis as recited in the claims. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wright et al.- 
6,273,913. 

Wright-'913 (Fig. 1-4; col. 6, lines 23-60) discloses substantially all structural limitations 
of the claimed invention. Wright-'913 does not explicitly disclose the polymeric membrane being 
polyurethane. However, polyurethane is a well-known biodurable polymeric material for making 
a membrane covering a stent. It would have obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
of the invention to make the membrane of polyurethane for this material is well-known 
biodurable polymeric material suitable for this purpose.
